Either in large sheets or in 
sections whieh overlap, it makes 
an admirable covering for roofs. 
It is less brittle than slute ami 
equally fireproof. 

Asbestos in such an excellent 
non-conductor of heat that it is 
often employed as a wrapping for 
steam pipes, where it serves :i 
double purpose. It diminishes the 
loss from radiation, and prevents 
the ignition of adjacent wood 
work. The Herman navy depart 
menl has used a considerable 
quantity for lining bulkheads and 
lockers. It is an economical ma 
terial for insulatingcold stores.
